The Kaysser home probably is° the 
saddest in St. Louis now, because Ethel 
had won the devotion of her father and 
brothers, and they miss her presence 
and her voice, as she went singing 
about her household duties.

ser Ate Food Cooked the 
Night Before. 


CARED FOR THE FAMILY 
She Took Upon Herself All the 


Household. Cares When 
Her Parent Died. 





Thirteen-year-old Ethel Kaysser, little 
mother of the household at 3143. .Texas 
avenue, is dead from ptomaine poison- 
ing, caused by eating macaroni and 
cheese which had stood overnight in a 
tin pan. 

Ethel went to the Garfield’ School, but 
she found time to keep house for George 
Kaysser, her father, and for her broth- 
ers, George, 17 years old, and William, 
8. She cooked for them and did the 
housecleaning and mending. She had 
done these things ever since her moth- 
er’s death, a year ago. 

Kaysser and his sons are fond of 
macaroni, Ethel didn’t like it, but she 
cooked it often for them, and tried con- 
scientiously to cultivate a taste for it. 

Before starting to school Friday, 
Ethel ate some macaroni left over from 
dinner the evening before. She became 
ill at the noon recess, and had to go 
home. 

The girl was so much worse Friday 
evening that a physician was sum- 
moned, and he did all he could for her. 
She went into convulsions, and suffered 
intensely, but she did not lose conscious- 
ness, and she tried to encourage her fa- 
ther and brotHers, who were at the 
bedside, assuring them that she wouli 
get better presently. - 

Neighbors and friends of the 
Kayssers called at the house when 
they learned Ethel was il], because 
the industrious, cheerful little mother 
was a great favorite with them. They 
sat up with her all night, and tried 
to alleviate her suffering, but she 
became steadily worse, and lost con- 
sciousness Saturday morning. She 
died at 10 a. m. 

The inquest was held Wednesday, and 
on the testimony of the physicians who 
had attended the girl, a verdict of pto- 
maine poisoning was returned. 

The Kaysser home probably is° the 
saddest in St. Louis now, because Ethel 
had won the devotion of her father and 
brothers, and they miss her presence 
and her voice, as she went singing 
about her household duties.

If the winning slogan in the Post-Dispatch St. 
Louis phrase contest is as happy a hit as the 
slogan idea, it will go around the world and make 
friends for St. Louis everywhere. It has caught 
on. The plan to embody St. Louis advantages 
in an advertising phrase is receiving universal 
approval from St. Louisans. 

The Lenefits of the slogan are not confined to 
the gaining of the happy phrase and the wide- 
spread advertising St. Louis will get from its use 
in various ways. In addition to this, two val- 
uable ends are accomplished. In order to con- 
struct the phrase it is necessary to think about 
the advantages of St. Louis. Everybody who is 
interested in the contest is concentrating his mind 
on the conditions in St. Louis which make for 
industrial and commercial .success ahd for the 
joy of living. He considers what he knows about 
St. Louis, the things that have contributed to 
his material, moral, intellectual and social prog- 
ress and that of his neighbors.

St. Louis is the center of the richest 
country in the world; it is the gateway to the 
Southwest; it has the greatest coal field in its 
own industrial district; it has model _ school- 
houses; it is the center of distribution; it is 
a great railroad center; it is on the arterial 
waterway of the Mississippi and is near its great- 
est tributary; it has cheap land with abundant 
railroad facilities for factory sites; it hes high- 
class labor; the country around St. Louis is 
beautiful. 

These embrace a few things the contest is 
bringing out. Whether we get a good slogan 
or not—ve shall, of course—the competition 
alone will accomplish great good and bring abou! 
highly beneficial publicity.

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VETO IT, MR. MAYOR! 

There is no disagreement between the Post-Dis- 
patch and Messrs. Nugent, Rosenthal, Kennard 
and other business men who have urged Mayor 
Kreismann to approve the franchise of the 
Southern Traction Co. concerning the desirability 
of increased transportation facilities for St. 
Louis. The proposed line would be advantageous 
to the city.

MARLOWE SHARES HONORS 
Her -Ophelia So Vital and 


Humanly Appealing as to 
Seem a Living Creature. 





By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
UITE the reverse of their ‘‘Romeo 


and Juliet” of Tuesday evening, 
the “Hamlet” of Sothern and 
Marlowe's playing at at Shubert Wednes- 
day night gave Mr. Sothern al! the 
advantage in opportunity and put Miss 
Marlowe on her mettle if she would 
hold the place of an associate star 
rather than sink to that of the title-role 
interpreter’s leading lady. 

And, precisely as was done by Mr. 
Sothern in the case of Romeo, the 
Ophelia pictured by Miss Marlowe was 
made so vital, so great in the finished 
art of its presentation, so humanly’ ap- 
pealing in its character essence that 
there could be no question of denying 
to limner a complete equality with her 
fellow-player of featured distinction. 
Miss Marlowe was not merely an ex- 
traordinarily clever leading woman 
playing Ophelia, any more than was 
Mr. Sothern an extraordinarily clever 
leading man playing Romeo on the 
preceding evening. Her Ophelia was the 
full mate of his Hamlet, from the first 
moment of her joyous confession, to 
old Polonius, of Hamlet’s welcomed love 
to that final poignant moment of ‘‘sweet 
bells jangled, out of tune and harsh,”’ 
that brought the tragic close of her 
piteous story. This, too, was the ver- 
dict of the big audience that wit} 
nessed her performance and _ insisted 
steadfastly upon her equitable sharing 
in the night’s honors. 

Mr. Sothern gave the best realisa- 
tion of Hamlet that has thus far sig- 
nalized his playing of the role on a 
St. Louis stage. His growth in art is 
finely evident. The first memorable 
proof of this, as I pointed out at the 
time, was submitted in his Shylock of 
a season or so ago. The additional proof 
found in hig Hamlet of Wednesday 
night was admirably in keeping with 
the earlier promise then encountered. 
It is of the utmost significance as 
bearing upon his future &chievemént, 
under the popular encouragement of 
which both he and Miss Marlowe are 
now permanently assured. 

Possessing that aspect of youth which 
is lacking in the Hamlet of Mr. Forbes- 
Robertson—the greatest Hamlet on 
the English-speaking stage of today— 
and of Mr. Robert Mantell, ‘the Hamlet 
seen in Mr. Sdthern’s performance, is 
distinctly remindful of Edwin Booth’s 
own characterization in the far distant 
past. It suggests the same almost 
breathless intensity of melancholia, the 
same pathological foreshadowing, so to 
speak, of. approaching madness, the 
same deeply touching curse of intro- 
spective mania, the same curiously em- 
phasized decadence of manly fortitude 
in the facing of a rugged task of veng- 
eance. 

The Booth and Sothern playing of this 
part, more than any ether playing it 
has even been my fortune to contem- 
plate, has led to my firm belief of 
Shakspeare’s intent, in the creating of 
Hamlet, to present a study of a once 
courageous and upstanding soul of 
youthful ardor, shattered and sunk into 
& melancholy-mad cowardice by a 
shock of horror. too. dreadful to be 
withstood by so sensitive a being. This 
seems to me to be the unvarying key- 
note sounded by Edwin Booth a gen- 
eration ago, and by Edward Hugh Soth- 
ern today—and the melodramatic stroke 
remembered in the Booth playing ‘is 
again apparent in that of Sothern. Cu- 
riously I studied this Hamlet of 
Wednesday night, and, conceding its 
likeness to, though not its full equality 
with, that earlier Hamlet of my young 
manhood’'s seeing, I joined heartily with 
the Shubert audience in acclaiming Mr. 
Sothern’s work as ef the most gen- 
uine worthiness. 

The support was sincerely meritori- 
ous. Mr. Frederick Lewis as Horatio 
lacked the opportunity that came to his 
Mercutio of Tuesday night, but made 
the most of what now developed. There 
raight havé been, with advantage, a 
svrer touch of Shakspearean comedy 
imparted to the Polonius of Mr. Johyg 


made an excellent Laertes, and the 
King Claudius and Queen Gertrude pre- 
sented by Mr. Eric Blind and Miss Alma 
Kruger were of fin royal port. To 
my thinking, the Ghost embodied by 
Mr. William Harris was profoundly im- 
pressive, happily not overplayed along 
sepulchral lines. The First Gravedigger 
eof Mr. Rowland Buckstone’s playing 
was, as usual, an illuminative example 
of Shakspearean low-comedy at its best.
